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During the third week In December 1944, Easche, German Minister 
In Croatia, la said to hare stated he had Informed field Marshal Ton 
Weichs and his Chief of Staff concerning instructions he hard received. 
They both explained that the position of the Pogluvnlk was an-, extremely 
difficult one, and that they regarded It as their duty. In the lntereat 
of the common war effort, to help him* They declared that the Ustashl-

Later the same day Easche stated thut ho had handed the Poglavnlk 
J- a copy of the commentary sent him, aft or first having read It to him.

/ Chetnlka were plundering villages in the Bihue region end he feared 

that further friotlon would develop there. Kuache requested him to 
send the facts to the Commandant of the southeastern district and re- 
marked that undoubtedly these occurrences were connected tilth Chetnlks 
of Pep Djulc who were leaving the front, presumably to return to 
Slovenia* Their movements could not be controlled by Carman military 
authorities* Easche stated that he had reported previously on the case 
history of this Chetnik group.
